that the President of the city council had favored the 
gas ordinance because he publicly, in the council, argued 
for it against the Mayor and was urging it on other oc- 
casions. He assures us however, he was opposed to the 
electric increase. We did not know it. and are glad to 
correct it. "We wish he had been more openly against it. 


This leaves five candidates in the field for any office 


who stand committed by their vote and whole strength 
to both ordinance against the people.

A writer in the "N ew York Herald, writing an article 


=: on the development of church membership and religious 
"life in America, emphasises some encouraging features 
for all those who vafce the church as a factor for good in 
-the commiroity. This writer shows that in the census 
of 1890 there were twenty-one million church members 
out of sixty-three million or over thirty-five per cent of 
the total and that today the percentage is fortv-three of 
the total 


The increase in contribution for all purposes has 


been even more marked than the church membership. 
Church property is valued in the community at two bil 
]ion dollars and with church endowments of more than 
five million the writer declares that America is the most 
religious community in the world. 


Of course there are a great mam pessimistically in 


dined ^ ho \v ill still insist that the mere '' statistical"' in 
crease means very little because statistics of churches, 
particularly of the membership, are so poorly kept. On 
many church rolls are found the names of people over 
whose graves monuments have been erected for a long 
time and others %\ho have mo\ ed away and are probably 
counted t\vice or possibly of tener in church rolls. 


Yes, and there are others who are members of the 


church and don't realize it as they never enter the 
church. 


It is contended ateo that there are others who come 


so far short of living up to the tenants of the church that 
they should not be counted at all. It is urged by these 
pessimists that while the figures may appear as given in 
the census the power of the church is w aning because the 
-leaders conform so completely to the standards of morals 
and amusements set by the outside. 


Granting that there are some elements of truth in 


the reason for the indictment at the same time it should 
be remembered that if we would go back to the jears 
1900 and 1890, and even to 1850, we would find "some 
things true. Each generation some way or other is im- 
pressed that the generation just before it. was better 
than this one is. 


President King of Oberlin College, on last com- 


mencement day, gave a fine illustration of this truth. 
He told of a person who came into his office and criti- 
cized the college and its President for abandoning Ober- 
lin ideals and getting so far from original landmarks. 
President King told him that it was probable that each 
President in turn had had to endure this same criticism 
and he went to the files and brought forth a communica- 
tion in which the first President had been criticized for 
allowing the institution to depart in its practices from 
the spirit of the founders and this was only fifteen years 


, after Oberlin college was opened for students.

^ncl, Uiat we can build them with the monej of the tar 
p»jen» or as private enterprises; 3rd, that If they are to 
render sati--fartorj service thej mast grovf ju«rt as fast 
as the community they serve, and that means Jt constant- 
lj increasing investment, and 4th, that if private capital 
is to RO into regulated utilities, there must be the reason- 
able assurance of a fair rate of return on the investment 
aud a payment of the monej invested or the guarantee of 
the inte£rit> of the investment Uirougjh proper allowance 
for replacenn nt of propertj when it is worn out-" .
